Health Clinics 
For Migratory 
Agriculture Workers 


VISALIA, Aug. 31- The Tu- 
lare county board of supervisors 
has approved a contract with the 
state department of public health 
to provide health clinies for sea- 
sonal agricultural and migratory 
workers and their families-in Tu- 
lare county. 


The contract calls for preven- 
tive medical clinics in areas hav- 
ine the greatest number of such 
workers and at hours most con- 
veriont to them. Clinics will in- 
clude care of pregnant mothers, 
well baby care, child health con- 
ferenees and immunizations. 

Since many parents and chil- 
dren who attend such clinies are 
found to have other illnesses, 
special, arrangements will be 
made to screen sick persons and 
refer them. to an appropriate 
physician or hospital. Treatment 
will not be given at the clinics. 

Present plans call for year- 
around clinics during the eve- 
ning hours at the Woodville La- 
bor camp and Visalia Health 
center. Others will operate for 
five months out of the year at 
Earlimart and the Cutler-Orosi 
Health center. A well baby and 
immunization clinic during day- 
time hours is anticipated at Se- 
vill. There will be no change in 
the schedule of the regular day- 
time clinics of the health depart- 
ment that are held throughout 
the county. 

The State will finance the pro- 
gram, $5,000 having been al- 
lowed for Tulare county. This 
will cover one year and it is ex- 
pected the first clinic will get 
underway this month.
